“FOR SALE” SIGN FOR GOVERN- 
MENT HOUSE 


Edmonton, March 31.—Tradition 
did not girdle the legislature with 
iron bands Monday afternoon when 
the members decided by a vote of 
29 to 16 that the government should 
dispose of the lieutenant-governor's 
magnificent residence in this city, a 
recommendation for the sale of this 
property being proposed in a resolu- 
tion submitted by W. M. Davidson. 
Calgary. 


The division cracked party lines to 
bits, though the government back 
benchers registered almost solidly for 
the resolution, Premier Greenfield and 
Attorney-General Brownlee having 
but a handful of supporters in their 
opposition to the motion. 

The resolution reads as follows: 
“That the legislature respectfully 
recommends the government, at the 
expiration of the present term of of- 
fice of the lieutenant-governor of Al- 
berta to take possession of Govern- 
ment House offering for sale the en- 
tire property including the furnish- 
ings, and in case it can effect no sat- 
isfactory sale, to use the building and 
such furnishings as remain as best 
it can for government departments.” 

Davidson’s Argument 

Mr. Davidson said he in no way 
desired to abolish the office of lieu- 
tenant-governor of the province 
through the agency of the resolution, 
he realized that the legislature had 


REPAIRS ARE QUICKLY MADE 


The break in the pipe line that 
serves Macleod with its natural gas, 
which was broken by an ice jamb on 
Monday morning at 2.15 is now 
temporarily repaired, and Macleod is 
assured of a continued service until 
the break is permamently fixed. 

The break was caused by a jamb of 
ice in Willow Creek, four miles north 
of Macleod, where the pipe line cross- 
es that stream. The ice, which was 
over three feet thick, forced the eight 
inch service pipe that laid at the 
bottom of the stream away from its 
moorings and consequently discon- 
nected the gas supply: from Macleod. 
Manager Pollard, the local gas man. 
was right on the job and within a 
short time from the disconnection of 
the service had requisitioned the 
Ringland Taxi service and located the 
break in the line. Supertintendent 
R. S. Winter, of Lethbridge, was at 
ence notified, and he immediately set 
out for Macleod with a breakdown 
crew ready for all emergencies. 
Foreman F. S. Harrison, of the famed 
Flying Squad of the Company, with 
his gang of workmen, were quickly 
on the job, and with a local bunch of 
helpers, soon had the work going for 
temporary repairs, which happily en- 
abled the resumption of service with- 
in 20 hours of the very serious break.

Electors Must Decide 
Another precaution in the bill is 


a proviso that any bylaw providing 
a fixed property assessment for an 
industry must be passed by a three- 
quarters vote of the city council, and 
then not become operative until it 
has received the assent of two-thirds 
of electors qualified to vote on money 
bylaws, who vote thereon. 

The new bill is designed to meet 
the demand voiced in the Edmontor 
charter for an industries bonusing 
clause, The Edmonton proposal will 
be struck out of the northern city 
charter by the municipal law com- 
mittee on account of the new general 
bill. The measure is modelled on the 
agreement made between the city of 
Calgary and th Imperial Oil, Ltd., 
under which the big oil refinery was 
constructed in Calgary. 

New Industries Only 

Another precautionary clause is 
subsection 2 of section 6 of the bill, 
which prohibits the granting of fixed 
property assessments to any business 
or industry which has removed from 
one municipality to another inside 
Alberta. In other words, the bill ap- 
plies only in the case of industries 
moving into Alberta. 

Section 7 of the bill prohibits any 
municipality from granting land by 
way of a bonus, gift, or to be sold 
or leased to any industrial establish 
ment or manufactory “except at a 
price or rental determined by the 
board of public utility commissioners 
as being the fair market value or fair 
rental value, as the case may be, of 
the land.” 

The fixed improvement assessment 
which may be granted as aid to any 
new industry for Alberta, in addition 
to being limited to ten per cent. of 
the value of the improvement, shall 
also extend for not longer than 20 
years, shall not be renewable, and, 
the clause provides, “shall not apply 
to or effect any tax upon land, apart 
from the value of the improvements 
thereon, special taxes, business tax, 
or any other tax other than a tax 
on improvements.

THE BALTIC QUESTION 

Amid all the larger European and 
Pacific problems which have — pre- 
occupied the thoughts of men since 
| the war, the Baltic question hag re- 
ceived but little attention. Yet in its 
| way and in due time it is as likely to 
move into the foreground of the in- 
| ternational stage as many apparently 
more important issues. It has been 
very prominent in the earlier history 
of Europe. It was in most peoples’ 
| thoughts before the Great War. And 
it is bound to come up again. 

The war itself profoundly changed 
the situation in the Baltic region, Be- 
fore 1924 there were four Baltic 
powers; Russia, Germany, Sweden and 
Denmark. Today there are nine: 
j Russia, Finland, Estonia, Latvia, 
Lithuania, Poland, Germany, Sweden 
and Denmark; and because of — the 
| close association which now exists be- 
tween the three Scandinavian powers, 
| Norway ought to be added too, 
though it does not strictly front on 
ithe Baltic Sea. Of these, four have 
been carved out of Russia, and one,

Of the new states Finland is prob- 
ably the most secure. It lies to the 
north of Russia’s approaches to the 
sea, It has a population of about 
3,500,000, mostly Lutheran Protes | 
tants. It long maintained a great 
measure of independence in face of 
Russian efforts to incorporate it com- 
pletely in the Tsardom. It has pass 
ed through a revolution but has since 
maintained a stable and progressive 
administration. It is one of the few 
European countries which are pro- 
hibitionist. It seems unlikely that, 
no matter what happens in Russia, 
it will ever again succeed in bringing 
Finland under its control, though it 
must always have close political re 
lations with it.
